He 
amined in the police court Saturday 
afternoon and Judge Wills fixed his 
bond at #300. The negro could not 
give bond and was taken to Hardinburg 
to be placed in the county jail. The 
case was continued until yesterday. 

The people of Cloverport are greatly 
incensed at the outrage and there was 
difficulty in keeping down a mob Fri- 
day night and Saturday afternoon. 

Miss Hemphill is a beautiful girl of 
modest and quiet manner. The insult 
almost prostrated her with fright. It is 
said, that Richardson had scared her 
several times by speaking to her im- 
pertently.

Senator Bradley made an impassioned 
ppeal for harmony and almost swept 
he convention off its feet with his or- 
atorical outburst. Then followed the 
battle of the ballots iu which Bradley's 
supporters, even among the most rabid 
Taft men, urged his selection and 
fought to the last to get a place for him. 

But his support of Fairbanks and his 
inflamatory speeches, as they said, told 
against him and in the end Bullitt got a 
majority. There was much confusion 
during the balloting, many counties 
changing their votes and a number of 
outsiders being voted for before the 
final count gave Bullitt a majority.

It is ordered by the court that the 
salaries of the county attorney, county 
supervisor of Roads and county judge 
be and the same are hereby allowed 
for this year 1908, as per the order fix- 
ing their salaries. 

It is ordered by the court that new 
locks be provided for the court house 
door and that hereafter the janitor shall 
lock said door at six o'clock p. m., and 
it shall remain locked until six o'clock 
a. m. of each day, and no person shall 
be allowed in said court house except 
accompanied by county officials on busi- 
ness; and the said county officials shall 
be provided with a pass key. And for 
failure to perform the duties herein im- 
posed, the janitor shall be peremptorily 
discharged.

The settlement for the year is a most 
excellent one, being perfectly balanced 
and thoroughly accurate. Each year 
we observe the system of county gov- 
ernment becoming more perfect in its 
details. The disbursements as evidenc* 
ed by the settlement show that many 
valuable and needed improvements 
were made during the past year in the 
various parts of the county, wi hout 
raising the taxes The settlement of 

1906 showed 8S1 delinquents; settlement 

1907 showed 616 and 1908 shows but 
439. And. during the present adminis- 
tration, delinquent taxes have been re- 
quired to be worked out on the roads, 
thereby losing nothing to the county. 
We note that the assessed valuation of 
the county is annually increasing and 
that the county has this year the best 
prepared Assessor's book that it has 
ever had, most accurate and convenient 
in every respect. The assessment seems 
to have been closer than usual, the 
sheriff returning no list of taxes collect- 
ed on unassessed property, reporting 
none collected. The necessary erection

in the future, if the safety and conven- 
ience of the people are to be considered. 
The commissioners to investigate the 
condition of county bridges has made 
a report to which shows that there has 
been practically no repairing of many 
steel bridges until last year for many 
years, and further that many bridges of 
the county are in a bad condition, be- 
cause of continued neglect. The ex- 
penditures for the year out of the 
General Expense Fund have been con- 
servative, yet they evidence a progres- 
sive spirit in the county. We find that 
the supervisor's record of road warrents, 
checks properly with the vouchers credit- 
ed to the sheriff in the settlement of the 
Road and Bridge|funds. We find that 
the system of book keeping employed 
by the supervisor and county judge is 
very complete, the first system of its 
kind the county ever had. The super- 
visors accounts are straight and there 
appears no irregularity in the matter of 
disbursements. The total costs to the 
county of expending its road money (Uir 
assistant supervisors &c) is being de- 
creased under the present system. The 
road records generally are in the best 

In the Railroad district matter, we 
find tnat two bonds were retired in- 
stead of one, due to accumulated sur- 
plus. All of which is respectfully re- 
ported.

Practically Only Three Tools 
Are Needed. 

GRADER, HARROW AND DRAG. 



How Dragging Hu B.n.fittd th. 
Highways In an Illinois County. 
Method of Making a Foundation For 
Good Earth Roads. 

The people In Wabash county, HI* 
are becoming actively enthusiastic In 
the matter of good country roads of 
native earth. Thll is especially so in 
the community west of Allendale. 111., 
and (tenet-ally so all over the county 
and In ndjoinlug counties. When the 
Work was tlrst started about four years 
■go. few people hid iiny faith in re- 
sults, and fewer still took any part in 
the work.

On Jan. 2~> the roads in Wabash 
county were frozen to a depth of live 
or 8lx Inches, and the surface had be- 
come comparatively dry and loose. On 
the afteruoou of this date all drag* 
were put in operation on the roads. 
One of the drags with two teams pass- 
ed back and forth over six miles of 
country road in five hours on the after 
noon of that date. The eurfacc of the 
roads waa dry and rotten enough so 
that the earth was easily moved, and. 
being frozen below, the track was left 
aa Bmootb and bard as a floor. In 
many places as much earth was moved 
and placed perfectly in the center of 
the road as could t>e done In the sum- 
mer with a good ateei road grader. All 
horse tracks and wagon ruts were fill 
ed, and after the drag passed both 
ways the road was left as tine as the 
best city pavement. After two days- 
travel these roada were In perfect con- 
dition, with no ruts or horse tracks 
ieeper than half an Inch. 

There are practically only three tools 
necessary for making and maintaining 
good natural earth roads. They are 
the road grader, harrow and road drag. 

Road graders coat from $j<h> to |M0 
eneh. according to size and style, liar- 
rows are on Mil farms, anil the eost Is 
reasonably low, while the road drag Is 
•o ^ery simple of construction that al- 
most any one can make one himself. 
For u road drag to do efferti\e Work it 
must be heavy enough so thai two 
teams will b« required, one team Is 
hltelMil ;it either end of the draft and 
When driven one team Is made to go 
ahead of the other so that the drag

HOW TO MAKE GOOD ROADS. 

Suggestions by State Engineer Cooley 
of Minnesota. 

State Engineer George W. Cooley of 
Minnesota, who recently discussed 
macadam roads with the members of 
the rond and bridge committee of the 
county board, also discussed the speci- 
fications for Ramsey county road work 
and gave the members of the commit- 
tee many valuable suggestions. Mr. 
Cooley spoke of the growing popularity 
of macadam roads In the eastern 
states, where the l>est roads that mon- 
ey can procure nre demanded. Ills 
opinion was that a good earth road 
Is the best that can I* had, but they 
are hard to keep in repair, whereas 
macadam roads may be built to last. 
Scientific methods should be adopted, 
and speeilleatlons must tie carried out 
to the letter. 

In building a macadam road the 
foundation Is the main thing. The 
voids In the crushed limestone founda- 
tion should be tightly filled with gravel 
instead of clay, which Is sometimes 
used. A very little clay may be used, 
but for filling purposes gravel Is much 
more satisfactory. There should be 
no shoulder on the side of the road, 
but the macadam should be gradually 
feathered off to the edge and made 
water tight. The material used for a 
filler should be applied before the road 
Is rolled. On top of a foundation of 
four Inches of crushed limestone an 
Inch and a half of pit gravel. Wash 
the gravel In with a street sprinkler 
and then roll. The next layer should 
consist of three Inches of smaller hard 
■tone treated In the same way and 
then a layer of pit gravel feathered off 
to the edge. 

Mr. Cooley suld all the materials 
should be specified and n<

contract should be so worded that In 
the event that the gravel pit designat- 
ed failed to pan out well all the way 
through the contractor can be required 
to go elsewhere for this supply upon 
making an equitable adjustment with 
him. Such an arrangement would be 
far more economical than to permit the 
contractor to go on with unsatisfactory 
materials. In thhj way the board could 
control the sources of supply and noth- 
ing would be left to the whim of the 
contractor. 

Mr. Cooley also went Into the ques- 
tion of maintenance of roads, which he 
considered quite as important as con- 
strucUon. The contractor, he said, 
should be required to keep a man on 
the road for two weeks after its com- 
pletion to look out for defects.

The duty of these historians Is to 
write plain accounts of all the events 
that occur during their tenure of of- 
fice. At regular Intervals their com- 
pleted work Is taken from them ond Is 
locked up in an Iron safe or vault 
There It remains until the first mem- 
ber of a new dynasty ascends the 
tbrooe. 

It is then given with all the other 
histories in the vault to the court 
historian, who is then living, and from 
the mass of documents he is expected 
to prepare a truthful history of the 
dynasty which bas Just expired.
